Working together makes it eas­ 
ier and cheaper for farmers to 
solve their soil and water con- 
eervation problems. For example, 
when cases come up and a ter­

i able spillway, there is much bene­ 
fit to come 
from 
the farmers 
j working together on their outlet 
systems. Many other advantages 
| can be listed such as the neces­ 
sity of protecting the farms on 
the upper slope before l arms on 
the lower slope can be protected. 
From the standpoint

structing the terrace system and 
execution work contained in the 
farm plan, it is often much eas­ 
ier to secure machinery for this 
work on a contract basis or on

It was a happy mixed crowd 
from a one year old baby up to 
gray headed men and women, but 
from their actions it was hard to 
tell Grandma and Grandpa from 
the kiddies.

Montague is the second county 
northwest of Tarrant County of 
which Fort Worth is the countv 
seat. After leaving Tarrant County 
we went via the Rock Island into 
Wise County of which Decatur is 
the county seat. That town, how­ 
ever is on the Denver, and we 
did not go through it. In Wise 
County we passed through Newark, 
Boyd. Bridgeport. Paradise, Chico 
before reaching Montague and 
then passing through Park Springs 
before getting to Bowie. 


Montague is a border county on 
the Red River across which is 
Jefferson County, Oklahoma of 
which Waurika is the county seat. 


Montague County was organiz­ 
ed in 1857 from Cooke County, 
ane year after Comanche County 
was created. It was named for 
Daniel Montague, early Texas In -: 
dian fighter and a Commander 
during the Mexican War.

Worth Friday (Nov. 21) that he 
would not defend his country 
against foreign aggression. 
Patriotism of the members of 
| the sect was made an issue when 
; they entered court for a hearing 
; on their injunction suit to re­ 
strain four West Texas cities 
! from interfering with their dis­ 
tribution of literature, 
i 
Most of the afternoon session 
was devoted to a cross-examina­ 
tion of Borchert by L. R. Pear­ 
son. city attorney of Ranger, one 
of the four defendant cities. The 
others are Coleman, Dublin and 
Comanche. Pearson, through his 
questioning, delved into the pa­ 
triotism and belief of the Je­ 
hovah's Witnesses before a pack­ 
ed courtroom, consisting chiefly 
of members. 
Attack Charged. 
Borchert was one of the Je­ 
hovah’s Witnesses involved in a 
street fight in Dublin last Aug­ 
ust. but his version of the affair, 
given from the witness stand, was 
that he was attacked by a man 
and then arrested. 
During most of the questioning 
Borchert declined to give “yes" 
and “no" answers, but insisted 
on qualifying his answers with 
statements concerning the teach­ 
ings of Jehovah's Witnesses. 
“Isn't it a fact that you owe 
no allegiance to the United States 
or Texas?” Pearson asked. 
"I owe a personal allegiance.” 
Borchert answered, “but we are 
ambassadors of Christ, who comes 
first. We give allegiance in that 
we keep all the laws." 
“But you are neutral to all 
forms of governments?” Pearson 
asked. 
“Y>es,” was the answer. 
"In case of an armed invasion 
would you use force to protect 
:he United States?” was the next 
question. 
“If I did I would not be neu­ 
tral.” Borchert replied. “If the 
law were in conflict with my be­ 
lief concerning spiritual welfare. 
I would '**t the law aside.”
